He  also  reserves  the  right  to  reject 
any  fractional  or  nominal  bid  which,  in  his  judgment,  may  delay  or  injuriously 
affect  the  sale. 

3.  Buyers  to  give  their  names  and  addresses  and  to  make  such  cash  pay- 
ments on  account  as  may  be  required,  in  default  of  which,  the  lots  purchased 
to  be  immediately  resold. 

4.  The  lots  to  be  taken  away  at  the  buyer's  expense  and  risk  within

WITHOUT  RECOURSE.  But  upon  receiving  before  the  date  of  sale,  expert  opinion 
in  writing  that  any  lot  is  not  as  represented,  the  Metropolitan  Art  Association 
will  use  every  effort  to  furnish  proof  to  the  contrary,  and  in  default  of  such 
proof  the  lot  will  be  sold  subject  to  the  declaration  of  the  aforesaid  expert,  he 
being  liable  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  for  damage  or  injury  occasioned 
by  such  declaration.

NOTE 


For  many  years  Mr.  W.  D.  Ellwanger  of  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
has  been  a  leading  authority  among  the  amateurs  of  this 
country  on  the  subject  of  Oriental  rugs.  His  Collection  has 
become  well  known  to  connoisseurs  and  experts  of  the  Old 
World  and  the  New,  and  his  book,  entitled  "The  Oriental  Rug," 
published  in  1903,  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  works  on  the 
subject. 

Mr.  EUwanger's  Collection  is  the  result  of  more  than  twenty- 
five  years  of  careful  selection  under  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances, and  a  long  study  and  thorough  appreciation  of  the  best 
in  Oriental  weaving.  Originally  he  bought  rugs  for  daily  use 
and  the  adornment  of  his  home;  then  the  spirit  of  the  true 
collector  was  developed  and  additions  were  made  as  rare  and 
strikingly  beautiful  examples  were  brought  to  his  attention, 
until  at  last  the  Collection  became  too  burdensome,  and  Mr. 
Ellwanger  decided  to  dispose  of  part  of  his  acquisitions.  To 
this  end  his  Collection  has  been  cut  in  two.  The  half  which  he 
retains  includes  those  rugs  in  use  on  the  floors  of  his  home, 
a  few  collector's  pieces,  and  those  valued  for  personal  associa- 
tion. All  the  rest  of  Mr.  EUwanger's  Collection  is  now  offered 
for  sale,  and  among  these  rugs  are  many  of  his  best  and  choicest 
examples.  No  rugs  are  exactly  alike,  but  many  are  similar  in 
their  characteristic  design  and  equally  to  be  coveted.  For 
that  reason  Mr.  Ellwanger  has  found  it  possible  to  relinquish 
some  remarkable  and  unusual  specimens  and  yet  retain  their 
counterparts. 

In  Mr.  EUwanger's  book,  "The  Oriental  Rug,"  several  very 
choice  rugs  were  reproduced  in  colors.

border  in  varied  rich  colorings;  sound,  firm,  and  heavy.

Pleasing  design  with  three  diamonds  in  Mihrab;  border 
in  soft  golden  yellow;  Chinese  figures  above  niche.

Very  unusual  and  graceful  all-over  design  in  varied 
colorings,  including  lavender,  with  two  artistically 
arranged  groups  on  ivory  white;  main  border  in  vine 
pattern  on  green.

Strange  ducks'  heads  and  Arabic-letter  invocation  of 
Allah  repeated  throughout  the  rug.

31   MOUSUL  SERABEND. 

Characteristic  palm  leaves  on  rich  red  ground,  with 
many  pleasing  abraches  and  variations  of  color;  four 
pistache-green  comers  in  field;  five  main  borders.

Note  again  that  the  Mousul  Serabends,  if  not  so 
finely  woven  as  the  Persians,  have,  owing  to  their 
longer  nap,  more  lustre  and  softness.

The 
arches  at  either  end  indicate  the  double  prayer  rug. 
Note  the  charming  Mousul  vase-and-flower  design  in 
the  field,  the  design  in  outer  border,  and  the  rich  variety 
of  coloring.  Small  break  in  the  back  skilfully  repaired; 
otherwise  in  wonderful  condition  for  so  old  a  piece.

French  roses  on  ivory  field.  Beautiful  Sehna  border 
with  face  in  sun,  the  rising  sun  being  a  feature  of  the 
Persian  coat  of  arms.  The  French  influence  on  Persian 
weaving  of  centuries  ago  is  here  well  illustrated.  The 
rose  is  native  to  Persia,  of  course,  but  the  Persian  rose, 
as  frequently  shown  in  Baku  rugs,  is  always  full  blown, 
never  in  bud.  Signed  and  dated  about  1875.  Very 
firm  fine  weave;  about  500  knots  to  the  square  inch. 
Most  interesting  historical  piece  for  the  Collector.

Ivory  diamond  center  within  pole  medallion;  peculiar 
continuous  arrow  border;  rich  and  effective  coloring 
in  blue  and  red.

Remarkable  Egyptian  designs  throughout;  peacock 
and  other  birds  and  Egyptian  form  of  palm  leaves. 
A  most  distinguished  and  notable  Collector's  piece.

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39  SAROUK. 

While  the  claim  of  extreme  age  for  this  beautiful  rug 
cannot  be  made,  attention  must  be  called  to  its  wonder- 
ful texture,  as  it  is  one  of  the  masterpieces  of  the  art 
of  weaving.  Heavy,  strong,  firm,  and  extremely  close, 
it  is  of  the  finest  yarn,  spun  almost  to  the  consistency 
of  a  spider's  web  before  the  masterful  hand  of  the 
weaver  formed  it  into  its  present  shape.  Among  the 
striking  features  of  this  fine  rug  are  the  two  lions'  heads, 
true  as  to  color  and  design,  and  emblematical  of  Persia, 
of  which  this  rug  is  a  true  specimen.  On  either  end  of 
the  medallion  will  be  seen  two  most  interesting  figures, 
depicting  the  heads  of  four  peacocks,  the  bodies  of 
which  are  cleverly  woven  into  a  beautiful  blue  figure, 
not  too  pronounced.  On  the  beautiful  Persian  blue 
border,  are  seen  the  well-known  palmettes  and  serrated 
leaves.  The  body  of  the  rug  is  of  a  wonderful  soft 
color  which  in  some  lights  would  be  a  rose,  but  viewed 
from  another  direction  would  be  soft  old  red.  Un- 
washed and  undoctored  Sarouks  with  their  close  weave 
and  clean  cut  elegance  are  always  scarce  and  desirable.

40  BERGAMA. 

A  very  strange  old  piece,  mostly  in  an  unusually  light 
pink.  The  long  tufts  of  Angora  hair  accentuate  its 
wildness.

41  KABISTAN. 

Diamond  trellised  design,  in  delicate  brown,  on  light 
blue  field.  Uncommon  and  beautiful  main  border,  on 
ground  of  fawn  color  and  soft  brown;  closely  woven, 
about  400  knots  to  the  square  inch;  unusual  size,  almost 
square.  A  most  desirable  Collector's  specimen  of  an 
honest  brown  rug  of  genuine  vegetable  dye.  Brown 
rugs,  not  of  camel  hair,  are  seldom  seen  except  in 
museums  and  among  the  chemically  treated  and

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42  KABISTAN. 

This  is  a  genuine  antique,  and  a  typical  specimen  of  the 
very  old  pieces  now  rarely  found.  The  beautiful 
harmonizing  and  blending  of  colors,  on  the  old  ivory 
border,  are  of  a  design  seldom  found  in  other  than  this 
weave  of  rug.  The  center  of  the  rug  in  mellow  tones 
of  old  ivory,  blue,  soft  red,  with  an  occasional  touch  of 
old  gold  and  green,  depicts  eight  large  peacocks,  as 
well  as  various  animals.  The  Latch  Hook  is  well 
defined,  which  is  one  of  the  oldest  known  designs  in 
Oriental  rugs.     Perfect  condition,  firm  and  sound.

43  BERGAMA.    (Small  Carpet.) 

Rare  rose,  yellow,  white,  and  blue;  Collector's  piece, 
in  excellent  condition.

Choice  Chichis  have  become  very  scarce  and  their 
delicate,  mosaic  designs  are  among  the  most  pleasing, 
restful,  and  lasting  of  all  rug  ornamentations.

50  KOULAH. 

The  Mihrab  of  rich  indigo  blue  is  overlapped  on  each 
side  by  an  orderly  row  of  carnations,  and  above  by 
inverted  ewers.  The  pendant  suspended  from  top 
of  the  Mihrab  shows  an  inverted  vase  of  star-shaped 
flowers.  The  space  immediately  above  the  Mihrab 
is  occupied  by  a  clouded  field  of  dull  gold  covered 
with  leaves  in  rose  and  chocolate;  above  this  is  a 
rectangular  panel  on  blue  ground,  bearing  three  signs 
of  Zoroaster.
